Dickey, and finally was taken over 
by Henry L. Doherty, the utility 
magnate, who had good reason--to 
dislike the.Star. But the spectacle 
m' a public utility king running a 
people's newspaper was 
hardly 


calculated to retard Kansas City's 
drift toward a one-newspaper-town. 
The Journal-Post 
folded — and. 


that's the story to date.'— 


Thc Kansas City case suggests 


that the government has overlook- 
ed the basic fact that it is easier 
to start a newspaper than to keep 
one going. Press wires, cartoons.

id all the other special services 
hicb. a newspapei? requires," aro 


available for competition in every 
one-paper town. Here in Hope, for 
Instance, nationally-known wires 
services are open (or three, other 
daily papers, and' enough cartoons 
and features are available to fill 
a dozen dailies. 


And in rich.and populous Kansas 


City it is absurd to suppose that 
any one publishing outfit can tic 
up the basic services which-enable 


iff paper to start publication. These 


services are owned and operated 
by bigger outfits than the Kansas 
City Star, they are bitlerly com- 
petitive, and they'd sell anybody 
who wanted to take the chance. 


But the fact that none of the 


competitors ever made the grade, 
and the last stand had to be sub- 
sidized by a rich manufacturer and 
a public utility man, -suggests that 
Kansas City has a situation where 
i^jily the politicians and the govern- 
ment could keep a paper going 
against the Star. 


And that may be precisely what 


the Truman politicians, sweating 
under editorial criticism in Mr. 
Truman's own personal neighbor- 
hood, aim to prove. 


It's rather odd they should^have 


picked on Kansas City, when jn 
Missouri's 
other metropolis, 
St. 


Louis, there has been more recent 
^.e.wspaper action. Years ago thp 
Slid St. Louis Times consolidated 
with the St. Louis Star, but the 
Roosevelt-Truman inflation proved 
too much, and a couple of, years 
ago the Star-Times folded, 'selling 
its circulation to the Post-Dispatch. 
Now St. .Louis is down to two news- 
papers, Globe-Democrat, morning, 
and Post-Dispatch, evening,

Clue Revealed 
in Memphis 
Murder 


MEMPHIS, Tcnn. (UP) — 
A 


clue in the "mugRor" slaying of a 
24-year-old former 
University of 


Arkansas co-cd, possibly the 
first 


break in the cose, was flown to 
the FBI in Washington, D. C., last 
night. 


Police were mum on the nature 


of the clue that might lead lo Ihe 
bludgeon slayer'of Mary McKnight, 
who came to Memphis from 
her 


home in Helena, Ark., three months 
ago. Police Commissioner Claude 
Armour said: 


"The nature of the clue must be 


kept secret at this lime." 


The attractive blonde secretary 


was the victim of a midnight.ma- 
rauder who slugged her on a dark- 
ened street, rifled h'dr purse, and 
left her lying in a clump of shrub- 
bery, on Jan .2. She died,two days 
later.

police for the. assailant, believed

Timely Broiler 
Practices 
Discussed 


Timely broiler production prar 


.ices were discussed by W. S. Pol- 
ard, Arkansas Extension Poultry 
Specialist, yesterday with leaders 
of the Hempstead County broiler 
growers who produce around 420.- 
000 broilers annually. Thc discus- 
sion took place at the Oscar B. 
rlodnett farm, J. W. Reilly broiler 
'arm, and Ihe County Extension 
Service office. 


Mr. Pollard advised that poultry 


now leads all livestock- production 
in Arkansas and is second only to 
c'otton as a source of gross in 
come to farm people. A large part 
of the growth of the broi\er in- 
dustry has come in the last fivo 
years. 


Briefly, the broiler management 


program included the folowing rob 
ommendatiorfl: 


Build the brooder house on 


well-drained area with the floor 
10 to 12 inches -higher than iho 
ground. 


Thoroughly clean and disinfeci 


the house and equpimcnt after each 
of chicks,. Never refill a house 
without a three weeks rest'period 


Use an adequate brooding sys 


tern. 


Start with at least four inches 


of litter on the floor and add more 
as needed. 


Allow not less'than three-fourthb 


of a square foot per chick in coo 
weather and one foot in wa'rm 
weather. 


Provide a minimum of one linear 


inch of feeder space per chick 
the first two weeks, two inches 
the next four weeks, and tree inch 
es
